A request has been received from Shaw Hamilton on behalf of Lake Austin Marina, L.P. 
to construct a wave break at 2215 Westlake Dr. 

The Parks and Recreation Department staff has reviewed plans for the proposed project 
and finds they do not meet the requirements of Article XIII, Section 25-2-1173 and 25-2-
1176, (Regulations for the Construction of Boat Docks) of the Land Development Code. 
The proposed wave break extends more than 30 feet from the existing shoreline. 

A dock may not extend more than 30 feet from the shoreline unless the Parks and 
Recreation Board determines that the dock will not create a hazard and approves the 
construction of the dock.

7.50, Pla1 Records 
of Travis County, Texas and is at. 2215 Westlake Drive. This tract is located l!ntirely within the Lake 
Austin watershed. The cxiMing use is marina and office. 

Gelltral Oveniew 
The PJoposed improvements consist of a marina wave break and necessary aJ1Purtemmces. The wave break 
is propo!ICd to help minimize the damase caused by excesNive wave action from paning rec.reational boats. 
All piles will bt: !ltt."CI driven tn less than 0.5'' refusal per blow. Details arc included in the site plan 
correction submined to W:..tershed Protection and Development Review. These improvement will he built 
in2005. 

Environmcotal Asscument 
Vegeration Elemem: All construction will be <in the w11ter. No trees will be removed during the 
~onstru.:rion of ihe prupuscd wave break. Geologic Element: The site is located in Lake Austin and the 
soils are predominantly sc:dimcntuy. There are no known karst or other critical environmental f~o~ature~ 
within 50 fe\.1 of the proposed bulkhead location. This !lite is nor known to contain habitat for endangered 
tauna or 110111. Wastewater Element: No wasrewnte_r servict: i~ proposed for this rm~ject. 

Other lasua 
The applicant wishes to align the wave break with the upstream Orlean~ Harhor project. Thi!l &lignment 
will place the proposed dock approximatc:ly 55 feet lakeward of tht: existing marina and leave: a safe 
passage area between the wave hreaJc and the existing marina. The pr~ject as designed is in substantial 
compliance with the applicable requiremenls of the City of Austin Development Code. There will be no 
adverse impact on too natural and traditional character of the land or wnterways. We an: requesting thai 
Parks and Recreation Department approve the boat dock construction as proposed and sign the !>ite plan 
cover sheet in conjunction with Watershed Pmtc<:tion and l>evclop111cnt Rcvil!w's review and issuance nl'a 
site development permit.
